"  The  first  tiling  then,  which  I  remark,  is 
this  ;  that  the  ofiice,  into  which  .Matthias  was 


Epistle  to  Titus  St.  Paul  says^  that  he  left  Ti-  j 
ttis  in  Crete  to  ‘  set  things  in  order,  and  to  or- 1 
dain  F.lders  or  Presbyters  in  every  city,  who| 
might  be  able  by  the  soundness  of  their  doc¬ 
trine  to  exhort  and  convince  the  gaitisayers.’ ' 
So  'I'itus  also  had  the  power  of  ordination. 

*'  I  shall  only  mention  one  circumstance  more ; 
but  that  a  very  remarkable  one.  In  the  20lh 
chapter  of  the  .Acts of  the  .\po.slles,  \vc  find  St. 
Paul  exercising  the  very  kind  of  power,  which 
Bishops  now  exercise  over  their  Clergy.  He 
summons  the  Presbyters  of  Ephesus  to  meet 
him  at  Miletus;  and  he  ilelivers  to  them  ait 
episcopal  charge,  full  of  admonitions  and  exhor¬ 
tations'  with  regard  to  their  inomentons  duties. 

”  Upon  the  whole,  therefore,  without  looking 
any  further,  we  see  distinct  traces  in  Scripture 
of  the  title,  the  office,  and  the  power  of  a  Bish¬ 
op,  which,  as  we  learn  from  hi.slory,  came  im-^ 
mediately  afterwards  into  universal  use.  In : 
short,  there  is  no  doubt  but  that  James  was 
Bishop  of  Jerusalem,  Mark  of  Alexandria,  and  ' 
Clement  of  Rome,  in  the  life-time  of  the  Apos¬ 
tles  ;  and  what  more  can  fie  required  to  prove ' 
an  institution  to  be  .A|)nstolical,  at  this  distant  i 
lieriod,  I  cannot  conceive.” 

”  I  cannot  pretend  to  contradict  what  you  have  j 
■  said.  Sir,”  she  replied  ;  and  I  would  not  w  i^h  to 
1)0  tlioiight  obstinate.”  ”  Obstinate  people,”  I 
continued,  ”  will  hol4out  against  any  evidence 
whatever,  and  ingenious  people  will  alwaysfind 
reasons  for  contradiction.

In  July,  Grace  Church, 
Sullivan’s  Island,  was  visited,  when  I  witness¬ 
ed  a  generous  elTurt  of  pious  /cal,  in  a  sub¬ 
scription  of  individuals,  for  the  relief  of  the 
Church  from  embarrassing  and  oppressive  debt; 
and  in  November,  in  returning  from  an  absence 
'  from  the  diocese,  of  some  months,  it  was  per¬ 
mitted  me  to  visit  St.  David’s  Church,  Cheraw ; 
Trinity  Church,  Coluinhia ;  Clarcinoiit  Church, 
Statesbiirg;  St.  .Mark’s  Parisli,  Clarendon,  and 
St.  Stephen’s,  Santee.  At  the  two  latter,  due 
previous  notice  not  having  been  forwarded,  di¬ 
vine  service  was  not  held,  on  niy  visiting  them. 
By  the  mention  of  St.  Marks’,  Clarendon,  I 
am  reminded  of  the  melancholy  intelligence, 
yesterday  conveyed  to  me,  by  letter  from  the 
Vestry,  of  the  loss  by  fire,  of  the  parsonage  of 
their  Parish.  The  worthy  Rector  of  the  Pa¬ 
rish,  and  his  family,  are  thus  dispossessed  of 
their  residcMiec,  aud  of  much  of  their  sub.stancc. 
i  It  is  painful  to  consider  the  sympathy  of  their 
Brethren,  in  the  affiicting  dispensation,  as  all  that 
'  can  be  extended  to  this  distressed  muiistcr  and 
I  congregation.  May  we  not  hope  that  some 
'  able  friends  may  be  raised  up  equal  to  the  day

1  turn 
therefore  to  St.  Paul’s  F'pistles  to  Timothy  and 
'Pitiis,  whom  we  know  to  have  lieen  the  first 
Bishops  of  Ephesus  ami  Crete  ;  it  being  jiroba- 
ble,  that  something  may  be  found  there  relating 
to  a  Bi.'hop’s  power.  In  the  very  third  verse  of 
the  first  Epistle  to  Timothy,  I  meet  wiih  an 
expres'ion  which  appears  to  decide  the  ques¬ 
tion.  For  St.  Paul  says,  that  he  besought  Tim¬ 
othy  to  abide  at  Ephesus,  ‘  that  he  might  charge 
some  to  teach  no  other  doctrine.’  'I’herefore 
Timothy  had  clearly  a  power  over  other  pastors, 
or  ministers  of  theGos|)eI.  Again,  I  obs<*rve  in 
the  first  verse  of  theotli  chapter,  this  expression  ; 
‘  rebuke  not  an  elder,  but  entreat  him  as  a  fa¬ 
ther  ;’  and  in  the  IPth,  ‘  against  an  elder  re¬ 
ceive  not  an  accusation,  but  before  two  or  three 
witnesses. ’  Now  these  chlers,  at  least  those 
mentioned  in  the  lllth  verse,  compared  with 
the  I  <th,  are  the  same  as  Presbyters,  or  Priests, 
and  mini.siers  of  the  Goejiel ;  and  you  see  that 
Timothy  hitd  the  power  of  calling  them  to  an 
account,  and  of  passing  censures  upon  them. 
In  thetWd  verse  St.  Paul  tells  him  to  ‘  lay  hands 
suddenly  on  no  man  ;’  which  shows  that  he  had 
the  peculiar  power  of  ordination  which  is  exer¬ 
cised  by  the  Bishops  of  the  present  day.  In  the 


cause  there  areevident  traces  of  it  in  the  Scrip- : 
turfs  themselves.  I’jwii  these  principles  there- 1 
fore  you  may  safely  submit  yourself  to  the '

and  charity,  which,  notwithstanding  the  differ-' 
ence  of  religious  sentiment  and  conduct,  it  is 
the  sacredly  bouudcii  duty  of  the  ministry  of 
Qur  Church,  “as  much  as  in  tliem  lieth,  to

Saturday,  April  3. — There  is  a  collection  of 
Oriental  curiosities  well  worth  seeing,  at  the 
India  House  in  Leadenhall  street,  consisting  of 
manuscripts  and  other  articles  gathered  from 
the  Company's  possessions  in  India.  After  de¬ 
voting  a  morning  to  their  inspection,  I  have 
brought  away  but  a  confus<‘d  recollection  of 
what  I  have  seen,  as  usually  happens  after  a 
visit  to  a  numerous  collection  of  this  nature. 
Every  visiter,  however,  will  remember  the  ti¬ 
ger’s  head,  of  pure  beaten  gold,  as  large  as  life, 
which  stood  originally  at  the  foot  of  Tipjioo 
Saib's  throne.  The  eyes  and  teeth  arc  of  rock- 
i  crystal,  beautifully  wrought  and  polished,  and 
set  with  exquisite  art.  Tlie  room  contains  a 
great  variety  of  niliiy-hcadetl  idols,  principally 
in  marble,  shadowing  forth  the  mysteries  of  the 
Hindoo  mythology.  Here,  too,  arc  uiiuieruus 
collections  of  Oriental  birds,  of  bcautiuil  plu¬ 
mage,  and  forms  unknown  in  our  western 
world— of  beasts  and  reptiles  ;  Chinese gardens 
in  porcelain, — pieces  of  ariiiotir,  &.c.,  but  too 
badly  arranged  to  lie  ativaiitageously  seen. 

On  the  following  Sunday,  I  went  to  St.

!  echism  enlarged  by  suitable  explanations.  The 
examination  then  began,  and  was  wholly  con- 
!  ducted  among  themselves  by  question  and  an- 
|swer.  No  book  was  used,  nor  was  the  least 
■  prompting  necessary  ;  and  although  the  cxer- 
>cise  was  prolonged  for  two  hours,  there  was 
'neither  blunder  nor  hesitation  through  the 
!  whole  time.  The  children  stood  motionless  as 
statues,  looking  straight  forward,  with  their 
arms  crossed  ;  and  it  was  often  difficult  toper- 
;  ceive  from  whom  the  voice  proceeded,  as  no 
apparent  mder  was  observed.  The  explanato¬ 
ry  parts  were  iuterspersed  with  moral  and  prac¬ 
tical  reflections,  which  were  generally  conclu¬ 
ded  by  a  few  appropriate  verses  of  a  hymn  sung 
I  by  the  children.  What  1  greatly  admired  was 
the  extreme  beauty  and  propriety  of  their  pro- 
iiuincbtioii,  to  which  wc  in  America  pay  so  lit¬ 
tle  attention  in  our  schools.
